It  has  been  said  that  "A  people  vho  have  not  the  pride  to  record  their  History  vill  not  long 
have  the  virtues  to  make  History  vorth  recording;  and  no  people  who  are  indifferent  to  their  Past  need 
hope  to  make  their  future  great."  This  is  Just  as  true  of  families  as  of  people  and  it  is  with  this 
thought  that  the  attached  accoomt  has  been  set  down. 


TThile  our  family  history  has  not  been  spectacular,  it  has  been  substantial  -  plain,  honest  and 
industrious  citizens  -  the  kind  of  people  who  make  up  the  great  back-bone  of  America.  In  looking  back 
over  the  211  years  since  the  first  John  Beitzel  and  his  wife  Magdalena  came  to  this  country  it  is  noted 
that  their  descendants  have  done  their  part  in  war,  in  establishing  and  maintaining  the  freedom  they 
sou^t,  and  in  peace,  have  contributed  in  a  fair  measure  to  the  growth  and  development  of  our  nation. 

The  data  from  1737  to  I85O  contained  in  this  account  was  compiled  by  the  Historical  Society  of 
York  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  the  family  first  settled,  and  is  fully  docvnnented.  Data  from  I850  tos 
been  carefully  gathered  from  family,  church  and  government  records  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  make 
the  accoxmt  as  accurate  as  possible. 


It  is  hoped  that  all  members  of  the  family  will  enjoy  reading  this  brief  account  of  their  kin¬ 
folk  and  become  sufficiently  interested  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  A  copy  has  been  filed  with  the  Historical 
Societies  of  -York  Cotmty,  Pennsylvania,  and  Baltimore,  Maryland, ^nd  with  the  Llbra^  of  Congress  in 
Washington,  D.C.

HTSTOEICAL 


Early  in  the  l8th  Century  many  inhabitants  of  the  Lower  Palatinate,  in  Germany,  were  driven 
from  their  homes  by  the  persecutions  of  Louis  XIV  of  France,  in  the  War  of  the  Spanish  Succession,  whose 
armies  desolated  this  area,  England  received  many  of  the  fugitives  and  aided  them  in  their  efforts  to 
settle  in  America.  The  first  of  the  Palatines  to  settle  in  America  was  a  group  of  1+0,  led  by  Joshua 
^Koekerthal.  They  settled  near  the  site  of  Newbury  in  Orange  County,  New  York,  in  the  Spring  of  I709. 

In  the  succeeding  years,  and- up  to  the  time  of  the  American  Eevolution,  thousands  of  others  followed  and 
^iiiany  of  them  settled  in  Pennsylvania, 

The  first  of  the  Palatines  of  the  Beitzel  family  name  to  arrive  in  Pemsylvania  was  Johannes 
Beitzel  and  his  wife,  Maria  Magdalena,  who  landed  at  Philadelphia  on  the  ship.  Charming  Nancy,  from 
^Rotterdam  via  Plymouth  on  October  8,  1737.  They  came  fran  Berleburg  in  the  Rhenish  Palatinate,  in  Germany,

Early  Pennsylvania  records  disclose  that  a  number  of  others  of  the  Beitzel  name  sailed  for 
■V  America  from  Rotterdam.  These  records  also  indicate  that  some  of  them  came  from  the  German  Palatinate 
along  the  Rhine  river  and  it  appears  likely  that  they  were  related,  althou^  their  connection  is  un- 
y  Iniown  at  this  time. 


■v  Two  other  families  of  similar  names,  Beissel  and  Bentzel,  also  settled  in  York  County  at  early 

J  dates  but  it  -is  believed  that  there  was  no  connection  with  the  Beitzel  family.  Many  descendents  of  these 

V  families  are  still  living  in  York  County. 

J  It  is  recorded  that  Gottfrledt  Betzell  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  September  11,  1738  on  the 

Y  ship,  Robert  and  Alice,  from  Rotterdam  via  Dover.  He  was  followed  by  Johan  Heinrich  Belzel  on  the  ship, 
Judith,  from  Rotterdam  via  Cowes,  arriving  at  Philadelphia  on  September  15#  17^8,  Nickolaus  Beitzel 
arrived  on  the  ship,  Albany,  by  the  same  route  on  September  2,  17^9.  Adam  Michael  Butzel  landed  on 
November  10,  17^7#  Jean  Henry  Beitzel  on  Aiigust  I9,  179^  and  H.  Beitzel  on  Axigust  11,  l80l+.  On  March  22, 
I8I+I,  Daniel  Beitzel  who  owed  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Prussia  was  naturalized  and  his  family  is  re¬ 
corded  in  Carroll  Township,  York  County,  Pennsylvania, 


No  connection  has  been  f«Dund  between  any  of  these  emigrants  and  Johannes  Beitzel  whose  story 
follows,  althovi^  some  of  them  at  least,  may  have  descended  from  the  same  family  in  Germany. 
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THE  BEITZEL  FAMILY 


1,  Johannes  (John)  Beltzel  (l) 
THE  IMMICIRAHT 


Johannes  Beitzel  vas  bom  April  12,  1712,  at  Dietenshausen,  In  the  Wetteran,  in  the  territory 
of  Berleburg  located  in  the  Bhenlsh  Palatinate,  Germany.  In  1736  he  married  Marla  Magdalena  Weller  also 
bora  at  Dietenslaiusen  and  shortley  thereafter  sailed  for  Ameirica.  Their  first  son,  Jonathan,  vas  bora 
on  the  hi^  seas  on  September  l6,  1737.  On  October  8,  1737,  they  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
on  the  ship.  Charming  Nancy,  from  Rotterdam  via  Plymouth. 

They  settled  first  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  vhere  the  first  four  children  vere  baptized  and 
vhere  their  names  appear  in  the  Registers  of  the  First  Moravian  Congregation.  3h  17*<-3  Johannes  moved 
to  Little  Conevago  Creek  in  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  between  that  date  and  1766 
acquired  some  700  acres  of  land,  which  he  farmed. 

In  17^9,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Maria  Magdalena,  h^  married  Anna  Elizabeth  Eberhard,  bom 
April,  1729,  at  Sankt  Johannes  near  Mayence  (Mainz)  in  Germany.  In  1750,  Johannes  vas  appointed  Constable 
and  in  1753,  Supervisor  of  Dover  Township.  In  1757  he  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws  governing  the  tinion  of  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Congregations  of  Strayers  Church.  This  union 
vas  dissolved  January  2h,  18OI  and  his  son  Jonathan  is  mentioned  in  the  settlement  agreement  when  the 
Reformed  Congregation  purchased  all  interest  in  Strayers  Church  for  "eight  po^mds,  nine  shillings  and 
three  pence  current  money  of  Pennsylvania,  by  a  settlement  in  full  of  all  demnds  from  the  begaining  of 
times  until  the  Day  and  Date  hereof." 

In  1761  Johannes  is  recorded  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  as  being  a  member  of  the  First 
Moravian  Congregation,  took  the  sacrament  March  21,  I76I  and  vas  naturalized  at  a  Supreme  Court  hearing 
April  10,  1761.  By  1783  he  Ijad  turned  over  most  of  his  land  to  his  three  living  sons  and  was  taxed  on 
250  acres  of  land,  one  house,  one  outhouse,  k  homed  cattle,  3  horses,  4  sheep  and  1  still.  The  valua¬ 
tion  vas  211  pounds  and  the  tax  was  6  povinds. 

Anna  Elizabeth  died  April  12,  1791,  and  Johannes  August  25,  1794.  His  will  vas  dated  August 
10,  1786  and  probated  September  5,  1794.  He  was  survived  by  9  of  bis  I6  children,  28  grandchildren  emd 
1  great-grandchild.  The  births  and  baptisms  of  these  children  are  recorded  in  the  registers  of  the 
Reformed  Congregation  of  Strayers  Church  and  the  First  Moravian  Congregation.

2.  Jonathan  Beitzel  (2) 


Bom  September  16,  1737,  on  the  high  seas  on  the  trip  over  from  Germany,  the  first  son  of 
Johannes  and  Marla  Magdalena  Beitzel.  He  was  baptized  by  the  Rev.  Hock  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  In 
17^3  his  father  moved  to  Dover  Township  in  York  County  and  together  with  his  father  he  >7as  one  of  the 
signers  in  1757  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  governing  the  \inlon  of  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  con¬ 
gregations  .  He  also  participated  In  the  purchase  of  Strayers  Church  from  the  Lutherans  when  the  union 
was  dissolved  on  January  24,  I8OI. 
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About  1768  he  married  Magdalena  Kann,  bom  in  17^,  the  dau^ter  of  Michael  Kann  (also  shown 
as  Kanin  or  Canin)  who  owned  an  adjoining  farm  of  some  313  acres,  Jonathan  served  as  a  Private  in  the 
Third  Company,  First  Battalion,  York  Coimty  Militia  (Captain  John  Schaeffer)  in  the  Eevolutionarj’-  War. 

In  a  deed  dated  June  12,  I78O,  Jonathan  and  Magdalena  appear  among  the  heirs  of  Michael  Kann. 

In  1783  he  was  taxed  for  137  acres  of  land,  1  house,  1  outhouse,  3  homed  cattle,  1  horse, 

3  sheep  and  1  still.  The  valuation  was  I31  pounds,  15  shillings  and  the  tax  3  pounds  and  19  shillings. 

On  March  26,  1791^  liis  name  appears  with  others  on  a  deed  of  purchase  for  3 A  s-cre  of  land  for  the  use  of 
a  "buerring  yart"  (biirial  gromd)  in  Dover  Township.  In  a  deed  dated  August  6,  179^,  by  the  terms  of 
his  father's  will  he  Inherited  50  acres  of  land  from  the  home  place.  His  father's  lands  were  valued  at 
1056  pounds  and  8  shillings  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  179^. 

Jonathan  died  March  6,  l8l4,  his  will  was  dated  September  h,  IS07,  probated  March  15,  181^4-  and 
mentioned  I87-I/2  acres  of  land  in  Dover  Township.  Magdalena  died  September  3)  I816  and  her  estate  was 
inventoried  October  23,  I816.  Both  are  biiried  at  May's  Meeting  House,  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa.

7.  Lorentz  (Laiurence)  Beitzel  (2) 

Bom  December  20,  174-7,  be  was  baptized  by  the  Rev.  Lischy  in  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  wagonmaker.  He  was  married  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  in  York  on  January  24,  1775, 
to  Catherine  Streher,  bom  in  1751^  daughter  of  Peter  Streher  of  Dover  Township. 


He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  private  in  Captain  Christian  Kauffman's  Company, 

Fifth  Battalion,  York  Cotxnty  Assoclators  from  November  I6,  1736  to  March  17,  1777.  From  April  11,  1778 
to  October  I6,  I781  he  was  a  member  of  Captain  John  Shaeffer's  Company,  First  Battalion,.  York  County 
Militia.  On  the  latter  date  he  is  listed  "Infirm,  exempt." 

In  1783  he  was  taxed  for  100  acres  of  land,  1  house,  2  homed  cattle,  1  horse  and  7  sheep  valued 
at  94-  pounds  and  15  shillings.  The  tax  was  2  pomads  and  16  shillings.  He  appeared  with  his  brothers, 
Jonathan  and  John  in  the  deed  of  March  26,  1791  covering  land  porchased  for  a  burial  ground.  In  a  deed 
dated  August  6,  179^,  voider  the  terms  of  his  father's  will  he  was  given  "the  place  he  now  lives  on, 

100  acres"  (part  of  Peter  TJpp's  place)  and  also  4o  acres  of  the  home  farm, 

Laurence  died  March  2,  1818  and  his  estate  was  appraised  at  $6300.  A  tract  of  I09  acres  of 
land  adjoining  that  of  his  brother  John  was  decreed  to  his  second  son  Andrew,  the  Court  detailing  the 
payments  to  the  other  heirs.  Catherine  died  December  25,  I825.  Both  are  buried  at  May's  Meeting  House, 
Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa,

12.  John  Beitzel  (2) 

Bom  December  l4,  1755  in  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa,.,  he  was  baptized  by  the  Rev.  Solle. 
He  served  in  Captain  John  Schaeffer's  Compa.ny,  First  Battalion,  York  County  Militia,  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  In  I783  he  was  taxed  on  100  acres  of  land  and  1  horse  and  paid  a  head  tax  of  1  pound  as  a 
single  man.  On  August  19,  I788  he  married  Catherine  Metzler,  bom  November  5^  17^9,  daughter  of  Thoms 
Metzler  of  Newberry  Township. 
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In  a  deed  dated  August  6,  179^,  imder  the  terms  of  his  father’s  vlU  he  vas  given  the  Beltzel 
home  on  the  Little  Conevago  and  260  acres  of  land.  John  had  had  his  own  home  on  this  land  prior  to  1783 
and  continued  to  farm  up  xintll  the  time  of  his  death  on  April  23,  1826.  On  September  17^  1833  bis 
children  petitioned  the  Orphans  Co\irt  for  a  valuation  and  partition  of  the  estate.  The  Sheriff  reported 
on  Noveniber  1833  that  the  estate  would  admit  of  q,ome  division,  viz.  (l)  106  acres,  101  perches  with  a 
log  dwelling  house  and  log  bam,  orchard,  etc.,  valued  at  .^2,132  and  (2)  103  acres,  12h  perches  with  a 
log  dwelling  house  and  a  log  b8.m  valued  at  $2,070.  Jacob  Beltzel,  the  oldest  siirvlving  son,  was  decreed 
tract  ITo.  1  and  the  Court  detailed  the  payments  to  the  other  heirs.  Tract  No.  2  was  sold  on  December  3^ 
1833  to  John  Gross  of  Dover  Township,  farmer,  for  $2,956. 

Catherine  died  on  September  21,  1836.  Her  will  was  dated  September  ll*^,  I836,  and  mentioned 
her  children  Jacob  and  Sarah  and  her  "dau^ter's  children."  Solomon  May  was  left  "my  silver  watch."

Bom  February  l4,  1775  in  Dover  Township,  York  Coimty,  Pa.  He  was  a  cooper  by  trade.  He 
administered  the  estates  of  hls  brothers  John  and  Jonathan  and  his  mother  Magdalena  Beltzel.  He  also 
looked  after  the  children  of  Jonathan  and  acted  as’  guardian  for  hls  nephew  Charles  until  all  of  the 
children  became  of  age.  He  also  did  likewise  for  the  widow  and  8  minor  children  of  John  Hamm  of  York. 


About  1803,  he  married  Catherine  Kreber  bom  July  I6,  I783.  She  died  October  16,  I805.  After 
her  death,  on  April  7,  I808  he  married  Elizabeth  Kreber,  bom  M^ch  28,  I780.  Benjamin  died  January  26, 
1832  and  is  burled  In  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery,  York,  Pa.  Elizabeth  lived  on  for  many  years  and  at  her 
death  on  February  26,  I866,  she  also  was  burled  at  Prospect  Hill.  Catherine,  the  first  wife.  Is  burled 
In  Christ  Lutheran  Cemetery,  York,  Pa,

He  Is  mentioned  in  the  settlement  of 
his  father's  estate  in  March,  I8I8,  and  a  dau^ther,  Catharine  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  her  uncle, 
Henry  Beltzel,  probated  February  12,  1822. 

Jil.  I,  Catharine  (U)  b.  October  19,  I8OI  d,  March  13,  1822.  Her  estate  vas  administered  by 

Peter  Stroeher,  May  10,  I823 . 


25.  Andrew  Beltzel  (3) 

Bom  August  31,  1781,  in  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa.  On  October  31#  l8l3#  he  married 
Elizabeth  Kochenauer.  He  is  mentioned  in  a  petition  dated  March  31#  I818  to  the  Orphans  Court  for 
val\iatlon  and  partition  of  his  father's  estate  which  was  appraised  at  $6,300.  Since  the  tract  of  land 
would  not  readily  admit  of  partition,  the  Co\irt  decreed  the  tract  to  Andrew  and  detailed  the  payments 
to  the  other  heirs.  On  December  31#  1825,  he  tra.s  appointed  to  administer  the  estate  of  his  mother.

Bom  May  22,  l8l2,  on  the  Little  Conewago  in  Dover  Township,  York  County,  Pa.  He  was  baptized 
with  the  name  of  Johannes,  on  June  21,  l8l2.  In  the  Salem  (Strayer's)  Lutheran  Church  In  Dover.  His 
parents  were  Jonathan  and  Susanna  Waltman  Beltzel  and  his  sponsors  were  Johannes  and  Margaretha  Boyer. 
John's  father  died  on  May  20,  l8l4  when  he  was  2  years  old  and  upon  the  petition  of  his  mother  on 
December  13,  l8l4,  Bastlan  (Sebastian)  Hoffheins  was  appointed  his  guardian  and  also  guardian  for  his 
sister,  Mary  Ann.  He  had  only  one  full  sister,  Mary  Ann,  who  lived,  but  had  2  half-sisters,  Louisa  and 
Elizabeth  and  3  half-brothers,  Benjamin,  Charles  and  Jonathan. 


Within  a  week  after  his  father's  death,  John's  \incle,  John  Beltzel.  who  had  never  married,  also 
died,  so  that  the  children  received  from  their  father  and  Uncle  John  almost  400  acres  of  land.  Their 
Uncle  Benjamin  Beltzel  (No.  20)  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estates  and  since  none  of  the  children 
were  of  age,  the  Coui't  permitted  him  to  purchase  the  land.  Complete  details  of  the  purchase  are  not 
recorded  but  Benjamin  paid  $7,202.50  for  one  tract  of  I98  acres  of  fam  land  and  $151.31  for  a  tract  of 
about  5  acres  of  woodland.  It  Is  evident  from  the  records  of  the  Orphans  Court,  that  John  and  Mary  Ann 
being  the  youngest  children,  their  legacies  were  about  used  up  for  their  support  before  they  became  of 
age.  In  this  connection  it  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  John's  and  Mary  Ann's  mother,  Susanna,  petltltoned 
the  Court  on  Ifey  I6,  1820  and  the  Court  ordered  their  guardians  to  pay  her  $40  per  year  out  of  their 
funds  for  their  support. 


In  1833  John  married  Sarah _  and  moved  to  Washington,  D.C.,  where  their  son  Joslah  was 

bom  A\igust  5,  1834.  At  that  time  they  were  living  on  the  west  side  of  ^h  Street  between  G  and  H 
Streets,  N.  W.  They  retuimed  to  Dover,  York  County,  Pa.,  in  1835,  probably  on  a  trip,  wtore  Joslah  was 
baptized  In  the  Salem  Lutheran  Church  on  February  26,  I835.  In  1843  the  Washington  city  directory  shows 
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the  family  living  on  the  vest  side  of  13-1/2  Street  hetveen  D  Street  and  Maryland  Avenue.  In  I858,  John 
changed  the  spelling  of  his  name  from  Beitzel  to  Beltzell  and  vas  living  at  602  l4th  Street,  S.  W. 

John  and  Sarah  continued  to  live  In  Washington,  D.C.,  until  after  the  Civil  War,  vhen  In  I866 
vlth  their  son  Josiah  they  moved  to  Wicomico  Tovnshlp,  Northumberland  County,  Virginia.  During  these 
latter  years  in  Washington  John  had  taken  to  the  water  (Potomac  Elver)  and  engaged  in  fishing  for  a  liveli¬ 
hood.  A  number  of  bis  great-grandchildren  continue  to  be  "rivermen."  The  family  after  several  moves  in 
Virginia  finally  settled  down  on  a  large  plantation  at  Fleets  Bay,  near  Kilmarnock,  Virginia.  Both  John 
and  Sarah  died  in  the  late  iSjO's  and  are  buried  in  the  lot  of  William  Chitwood  (the  grandfather  of 
La\ara  Lankford  Beltzell)  In  the  churchyard  of  the  Morattlco  Baptist  Church  near  Kilmarnock,  Virginia.

In  i860  by  the  time  he  was  21  years  of  age  he  had  established 
his  own  home  in  York  and  was  taking  care  of  his  young  half-sister  Jane  who  was  about  10  years  of  age  at 
that  time.

62.  Josiah  Beitzell  (5) 


Bora  August  5#  1834,  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  taken  back  to  York  Co\inty,  Pa.,  where  he  was 
baptized  at  Strayer's  Church  on  February  26,  I835,  his  parents  acting  as  sponsors.  In  1843  his  parents 
moved  from  8th  Street  between  G  and  H  Streets,  N,W.,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  13-1/2  Street,  between 
Maryland  Avenue  and  the  river.  They  continued  to  live  here  until  I858  when  they  moved  to  602  l4th  Street, 
S.W.  The  family  of  Ferdinand  Weser  lived  in  this  same  neighborhood  and  on  November  I6,  I859  Josiah 
married  Mary  A.  Weser,  bom  in  Washington,  Septeiriber  13,  1837#  the  daughter  of  Ferdinand  and  Ursula  Weser. 
In  i860  he  Joined  the  Auxiliary  Guard  (the  forerunner  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department.) 


In  1861  Josiah  took  to  the  river  for  a  livelihood.  About  this  same  time  his  brother-in-law, 

Ned  Weser,  opened  his  oyster  house  at  498  12th  Street,  N.W.  and  Josiah  started  running  oysters  and  other 
produce  from  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the  Potomac  Elver.  During  the  W’ar  Between  the  States  he  also  engaged 
in  some  blockade  running.  By  the  time  Josiah  moved  to  Virginia,  late  in  I865,  he  had  acquired  a  fleet  of 
four  boats  of  the  schooner  type. 


Josiah  stated,  in  moving  from  Washington,  that  his  experience  as  a  policeman  in  the  Auxiliary 
Gmrd  in  i860  had  convinced  him  that  there  was  too  much  wickedness  in  the  cities  to  bring  up  a  family 
decently  and  Mary  was  in  heaity  agreement.  This  together  with  the  heart  breaking  e^^jerlence  of  losing 
their  first  two  children  in  a  diptheria  epidemic  in  I865  made  them  anxious  to  settle  in  the  country. 
Josiah  also  had  won  $7# 500  in  a  lottery  (one-half  of  $15,000  he  and  Gwynn  Harris  won  in  the  Louisana 
State  lottery)  and  being  well  established  in  his  business,  set  out  to  find  a  suitable  farm  on  the  water 
front . 


In  the  move  to  Virginia,  Josiah,  Mary  and  their  infant  son  John  were  accompanied  by  his  father 
and  mother,  John  and  Sarah  Beitzell  and  his  sister,  Bathsheba  and  her  little  dau^ter,  Ifemie  Eau.  The 
family  first  located  at  Coan  Elver,  Virginia,  where  their  second  son,  Josiah  Edward  was  bom  May  20, 

1867.  After  a  short  stay  here  they  moved  to  a  place  called  "Kents,"  where  Ernest  and  Eosa  were  bom. 
From  here  they  moved  to  Fleets  Bay  on  the  Chesapeake  in  Lancaster  County,  Virginia,  near  the  little  town 
of  Kilmamock.  There  they  rented  the  plantation  of  Adolphus  Harding,  Intending  to  buy.  Josiah  being 
a  watennan  and  knowing  little  about  farming  had  William  Chitwood  run  the  plaintation.  He  was  the  grand¬ 
father  of  Laura  Lankford  who  married  John  Beitzell.  It  was  at  Fleets  Bay  that  the  remaining  children, 
Charles,  George  and  Ifery  were  bom  and  where  they  lived  about  12  years. 

Josiah  loved  company  and  the  home  was  always  filled  with  visiting  relatives  and  friends.  One 
of  Laura  Lankford  Beitzell 's  most  vivid  childhood  memoribs  are  the  barrells  aSd  boxes  of  provisions 
Josiah  unloaded  from  his  schooner  on  each  trip  home.  She  also  relates  from  her  childhood  memories  the 
coming  home  from  school  and  stopping  at  the  Beitzell  home  for  Grandma  (Sarah)  Beitzell 's  treat,  "bread 
and  molasses."  Laura  describes  Sarah  as  a  "small,  attractive  red-headed  lady"  and  tells  how  she  grasped 
the  loaf  of  home  baked  bread  \mder  her  arm  and  cut  off  generous  slices  to  which  was  applied  the  "black¬ 
strap"  molasses.  The  Husemanns,  Laws,  Wesers  and  many  other  Washington  friends  and  relatives  were 
frequent  visitors  at  Fleets  Bay.  Bishop  (later  Cardinal  Gibbons)  visited  there  on  several  occasions  euad 
gave  Josiah  a  copy  of  hie  book  "The  Faith  of  our  Fathers"  and  several  other  similar  books  when  Josiah  was 
fltiK^vIng  and  considering  affiliation  with  the  Catholic  Church. 
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Joslah  had  planned  to  huy  the  plantation  at  Fleets  Bay  hut  Mr.  Bardlng  decided  not  to  sell  and 
finally  decided  to  occupy  the  place  himself.  The  family  lived  for  a  short  time  at  Indian  Creek  (Clifton 
Farm)  before  moving  to  Canoe  Heck  Creek  on  St.  Clements  Bay  in  St.  liary's  County,  Maryland,  where  they 
purchased  the  farm  Collingwood  from  Andrew  Jackson  Cheseldine  in  1882.  There  were  two  main  considerations 
in  the  move  to  Maiyland.  Mary  had  assisted  in  raising  a  small  Catholic  chapel  at  Kilmarnock  hut  it  ms 
too  far  away  to  he  convenient  and  it  had  been  necessary  to  send  the  children  to  Sunday  School  classes  at 
the  Morattico  Ba.ptist  Church.  How  that  the  children  were  gror-ring  up  she  -vranted  to  be  located  near  a 
Catholic  Church  where  they  cotild  he  properly  instructed  in  her  fhith.  Joslah  ^rlshed  to  he  located  on  the 
Potomac  Biver  which  was  his  best  source  of  oysters  and  other  produce  and  at  a  location  nearer  to  his 
chief  market,  Washington.  He  also  was  syuroathetic  with  his  wife’s  desires  and  accordingly  made  a  series 
of  ejiiploratory  trips  up  and  down  the  Potomac  Elver,  before  settling  on  Collingwood  which  had  about  1-1/2 
miles  of  waterfront. 


As  soon  as  they  were  established  at  Collingwood,  Josiah  decided  to  tiy  cultivation  of  artificial 
oyster  beds  and  planted  hundreds  of  bushels  of  smli  oysters  along  the  shores  of  his  entire  waterfront. 

In  those  ^ts  not  choked  with  seaweed  there  are  still  many  oysters  to  he  found  today .  He  continued  to 
follow  the  water  in  his  favorite  schooner,  the  "Eosie  B.,"  tintil  Ms  death  on  October  23,  l88U. 


Although  he  was  a  kindly  and  generous  man  and  deeply  devoted  to  his  family >  he  was  strict  and 
meticulous  and  on  occasion  could  be  a  martinet.  Lizzie,  wife  of  Joslah,  Jr.,  related  to  her  youngest 
son  that  on  one  occasion  a  cooking  fork  was,  inadvertantly,  placed  beside  Ms  plate.  Josiah  held  forth 
at  some  length  concerning  tMs  and  gave  all  present  to  understand  ^n  no  uncertain  terms  that  it  was  not 
to  lia^en  again.  Unfortunately,  planned  or  otherwise,  the  cooking  fork  appeared  at  his  plate  at  the 
next  meal.  Joslah  said  notMng  hut  with  oranious  calnaiess  and  deliberation  he  marched  fork  in  hand  out 
of  the  house  to  the  edge  of  the  front  yard  and  threw  it  with  all  of  Ms  force  far  out  in  Canoe  Heck  Creek 
where  it  reposes  to  tMs  day.  Heedless  to  say  the  proper  fork  was  left  at  Ms  place  thereafter. 

Joslah  died  a  conraunlcant  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  he  and  Mary,  who  died  April  l4,  I89O,  are 
hurled  at  Sacred  Heart  Church,  Bushwood,  Maryland.

He  vas  commissioned  a  2nd  Lieutenant  and  was  mentioned  in  dispatches  con¬ 
cerning  a  battle  on  July  11,  I86I  at  Rich  Mountain,  West  Virginia,  He  \ra,s  killed  in  the  drive  to  take 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  June  I8,  1864  in  the  fitting  between  Pine  Mountain  and  Kenesaw  Mountain.  He  had

Bom  April  4,  1865  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  a  confirmed  waterman  all  his  life  and  his  one 
eojo\im  ashore  was  to  run  an  oyster  house  in  Washington.  He  sailed  with  his  father  as  a  youth  and  was 
captain  of  his  own  schooner  at  I9.  On  April  9,  I89I  he  married  Laura  A.  Lankford,  a  striking  Virginia 
beauty  and  a  childhood  friend.  She  was  bom  in  1875  nnd  was  not  yet  I6  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  the 
granddatighter  of  William  Chitwood  who  managed  the  farm  at  Fleets  Bay.

Bom  May  20,  IS67  at  Coan  Blver,  Virginia.  Joslah  (Joe)  lived  in  Virginia  until  he  was  16  years 
of  age  when  his  father  moved  to  St.  Mary’s  County,  Maryland.  He  never  forgot  Virginia  or  his  youth  at 
Fleets  Bay  and  in  his  SOth  year  recalls  many  events  of  Ms  years  there.  Before  moving  to  Maryland,  his 
father  made  a  series  of  exploratory  trips  and  on  one  of  these  trips  accompanied  by  John,  the  oldest  son, 
and  Joe.  he  looked  over  the  farm  Collingwood.  It  was  here  that  Joe  met  his  future  wife,  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Lizzie)  llorris.  Her  family  were  living  at  Collingwood  which  was  owned  at  that  time  by  her  Uncle  Andrew 
Jackson  Cheseldlne.  While  Joslah  and  John  were  busy  looking  the  farm  over,  Joe  was  busy  getting  acquainted 
with  Lizzie  who  was  husking  com  together  with  other  members  of  her  family.  Lizzie  confided  later  to  her 
sister-in-law,  Laura,  that  she  fell  in  love  with  Joe  that  day  and  knew  that  he  was  the  kindest,  hand¬ 
somest  and  finest  young  nan  in  the  world.  She  held  this  opinion  and  justifiably  so,  all  her  life.  They 
were  married  on  Hovember  21,  I888,  six  years  after  Joe  moved  to  Maryland.  Lizzie  was  bom  March  6,  I865, 
the  daxighter  of  John  Hanson  and  Jane  (Cheseldlne)  Norris. 

Joe  has  been  mainly  a  waterman  all  Ms  life  although  he  made  full  use  of  Ms  modest  farm. 

After  the  death  of  his  father,  Collingwood  ms  divided  into  three  farms.  The  home  place  ms  taken  over 
by  John  and  later  Mary  and  the  remainder  divided  between  Eosa  and  Joe,  after  settlement  had  been  made 
with  the  other  children.  Joe  has  almys  been  progressive  and  never  lacked  initiative.  He  ms  the  first 
on  that  part  of  the  Potomac  Elver  to  fish  trap  nets  with  wMch  he  ms  very  successful,  taking  as  many  as 
70,000  herring  emd  several  hundred  shad  at  one  fishing.  He  also  oysteired  during  the  season  and  ms  one 
of  the  few  rlvermen  idio  obeyed  both  the  fish  and  oyster  laws  scrupulously.  His  ms  the  firat  artesian 
well  in  the  area  (there  isn't  any  better  drinking  mter),  he  ms  the  first  riverman  along  that  part  of 
the  Potomac  to  convert  from  sails  to  gasoline  motor  and  his  gas  li^ts  and  bathroom  were  the  early 
"wonders"  of  the  neighborhood. 

He  has  almys  been  an  industrious  and  highly  respected  citizen  of  the  community  and  has  served 
as  a  trustee  of  the  Public  School  and  the  County  Hospital.  He  is  a  sturdy  member  of  the  Church  and  hie 
life  has  been  a  continuing  example  of  clean  and  honest  living  for  Ms  cMldren.  Quite  often  when  the 
weather  ms  good,  Joe  took  his  family  across  St.  Clements  Bay  to  Newtown  Church,  in  his  motor  hoat,  "The 
Defender,"  just  as  his  father  and  mother  had  sailed  there  in  earlier  days.  At  other  times,  the  family 

worshipped  at  Holy  Angels  Chapel.  At  80,  his  love  for  the  river  has  not  abated  and  every  good  day  sees 

him  on  the  river  in  another  "Defender,"  a  mighty  cantankerous  and  slow  boat  in  these  fast  modem  times, 

but  still  able  to  get  the  "Captain"  where  he  mnts  to  go.  He  has  taken  justifiable  pride  in  his  vege¬ 

table  garden  over  the  years.  One  of  the  very  few  times  anyone  has  seen  him  lose  his  temper  was  an  oc¬ 
casion  some  30  years  ago  when  a  pig  made  a  shambles  of  his  garden.  He  harvested  a  bumper  crop  in  19^7 
and  his  strawberry  patch  is  known  throughout  the  7th  District. 

Lizzie  died  on  August  I7,  19^5  and  is  buried  at  Sacred  Heart  Church,  Bushwood,  Maryland.  On 
Jxme  20,  1927  Joslah  married  secondly  Mrs.  Katy  (Busemann)  Anderson,  a  widow  with  three  daughters,  Gladys, 
Lorraine  and  Frances.

In  an  effort  to  establish  an  industrj’-  near  his  old  home  in  Kilmamock,  at  Eeedsville,  Virginia, 
Ernest  lost  most  of  his  fortime  in  a  large  parse  netting  (fisMng)  venture  due  to  several  bad  seasons  in 
succession  wMch  forced  practically  all  of  the  fishermen  on  the  bay  into  banlcruptcy.  Ho-wever,  with  un¬ 
diminished  vigor  and  cotirage  he  was  staging  a  comeback  in  business  when  ill  health  forced  his  retirement.

Bom  September,  I873  at  Fleets  Bay,  Kilmarnock,  Virginia,  he  spent  most  of  his  boyhood  in  St. 
Mary's  Coxmty,  Maiyland,  vhere  the  family  moved  in  1882,  Ho  married  in  May,  1911  Leila  V.  Cheseldlne  b. 
October  22,  I076,  datij^er  of  Andrew  Jackson  Cheseldlne,  After  her  death  on  July  5,  191^  he  married  on 
October  25,  I916  her  sister,  Mary  Ida  Cheseldlne  b.  in  1882.  Charlie  was  the  eidventurer  of  this  genera¬ 
tion  and  after  being  disappointed  in  a  love  affair,  struck  out  on  the  Klondike  gold  rush  in  the  late  90's. 
Hie  adventures  were  many,  real  and  varied.  He  participated  in  the  hanging  of  a  camp  murderer  after  a  fair 
trial,  outfaced  a  Grizzly  on  the  trail  and  was  near  starvation  on  a  wilderness  trek  when  rescued  by 
friandly  Indians .  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  set-down  the  details  of  these  and  many  other  adventtires  before 
he  steurts  out  on  his  final  trek.  He  had  a  gold  strike  within  gtasp  at  one  time  when  a  cloud  burst  des¬ 
troyed  a  year’s  heavy  work.  His  partner  stuck  it  out  and  retired  a  few  years  later  a  moderately  wealthy 
nan.  After  the  gold  rush  days,  he  settled  down  in  the  Iniperlal  Valley  in  California  near  Upland  and 
fanned. 


He  came  East  briefly  in  I9II  to  marry  Leila  Cheseldlne  and  returned  to  California .  He  remained 
there  for  only  a  few  yeairs  as  Leila  became  ill  and  he  brouj^  her  back  home  to  White's  Heck,  St.  Mary's 
County  whore  she  died  shortly  thereafter  on  July  5>  191^*  He  then  purchased  St,  Catherine's  Island, 
which  had  been  in  the  Cheseldlne  family  since  1673,  set  up  bachelor's  quarters-  thereon  and  proceeded  to 
\dilp  the  Island  into  good  farming  condition.  The  recorder  of  this  account  and  his  cousins,  Dick  and  Joe 
Gibscm,  spent  many  happy  vacations  with  Uncle  Charlie,  hunting  rabbits,  fishing  and  swimming  in  the 
"Harrows,"  and  riding  horseback.  Their  greatest  thrill  was  being  allowed  to  sleep  in  the  bam  on  the 
hay  when  the  house  was  being  rebuilt.  On, October  25,  I918  he  married  Ida  Cheseldlne  and  they  lived  on 
the  Island  xmtll  getting  the  children  to  school  became  a  problem.  He  then  sold  the  Island  and  purchased 
a  farm,  "Hard  Bargain"  near  Bushwood,  in  St.  Mary's  County,  Maryland,  He  has  brought  this  farm  up  from 
a  vevy  run-down  state  to  a  first  class  farm  and  enjoys  a  well  earned  reputation  in  the  County  as  an 
able  and  progressive  farmer.  In  19*^7  he  turned  over  the  operation  of  the  farm  to  his  son  George  who  is 
foUowilng  closely  in  his  father's  footsteps.
